Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of  the  Urban  District  for 
the  year  1970. 

The  main  causes  of  death  we re  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation 
with  27  cases  (%%) ,  cancer  15  cases  (20 fo)  and  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous 
system  7  cases  (9$),  These  three  groups  accounted  for  65/o  of  the  total 
number  of  deaths. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  for  the  year  was  75.  Of  these  34  (457’)  were 
aged  75  and  over;  54  (7270  were  aged  65  1  over  and  67  (89;°)  were  aged  55  and 
over. 


The  Meals  on  wheels  Service,  inaugurated  in  19&2,  served  a  total  of 
1617  meals  during  the  year.  This  was  an  increase  of  89  meals  compared  with 
the  previous  year.  Our  thanks  are  due  to  Ferodo  Ltd.,  who  prepare  the  meals 
at  a  cost  of  2s  8d  per  meal. 

I  am  most  grateful  to  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  and 
Housing  Committee,  to  the  General  Practitioners  in  the  area  and  to  the  staff 
of  the  Health  Department  for  their  co-operation  and  support  during  the 
year.

The  reason 
for  this  is  to  allow  for  the  way  in  which  the  age  and  sex  distribution  of 
the  local  population  differs  from  that  for  England  and  ./ales  as  a  whole. 

Since  1957  the  death  rate  area  comparability  factors  have  been  adjusted 
to  take  into  account  the  presence  of  residential  institutions  in  the  area. 

k'i/hen  the  local  crude  birth  and  death  rates  are  multiplied  by  the  factor, 
they  are  comparable  with  the  crude  rate  for  England  and  wales.

It  is  my  pleasure  to  present  the  Annual  Health  Report,  for  the  year 
ending  31st  December,  1970. 

The  report  covers  the  public  health  work,  undertaken  by  the  Public 
Health  Inspector  /  Surveyor's  Department  and  is  classified  into  subject 
headings,  which  are  set  out  in  alphabetical  order,  as  follows :- 

ANIMAL  BOARDING  ESTABLISHMENTS  ACT  I963. 


Two  boarding  establishments  were  licenced  under  the  terms  of  the 
above  mentioned  Act.  Each  received  two  detailed  inspections  and  the 
conditions  of  the  licence  together  with  the  appropriate  provisions  of 
the  Act  were  found  to  be  complied  with  in  each  case. 

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 

Daily  measurements  of  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  were  carried  out 
at  two  schools,  during  the  year.  The  Schools  are  located  approximately 
two  miles  apart  at  Furness  Vale  and  Whaley  Bridge.  Measurement  was 
carried  out  by  an  8  port  Volumetric  Apparatus  in  each  case  and  all 
readings  were  sent  to  the  Department  of  Trade  and  Industry,  to  assist, 
in  the  National  Survey  of  Air  Pollution. 

Technical  difficulties  were  encountered  due  to  the  constant  flow 
pump  and  the  siting  of  the  Apparatus  on  school  premises. 

Following  discussions  with  Warren  Springs  Laboratory  it  is  hoped 
to  establish  an  alternate  measuring  Station,  operating  a  single  port 
Volumetric  Apparatus,  in  the  coming  year. 

CARAVAN  SITES  &  CONTROL  OF  DEVELOPMENT  aCT,  i960 . 

There  are  two  licenced  caravan  sites  within  the  district.  One  is 
residential  while  the  other  holds  a  seasonal  licence. 

•  The  residential  site,  which  has  3  caravans,  is  situated  in  a 
populated  area  and  is  well  served  by  modern  amenities.  Five  inspections 
were  carried  out  and  satisfactory  conditions  were  noted  on  each  visit. 

The  seasonal  licence  is  for  a  caravan  park,  which  lies  in  a  sparsley 
populated  area.  The  park  is  permitted  to  contain  30  caravans  and  a 
planning  application  was  made  to  increase  this  number  to  36.  Good 
facilities  are  provided  and  the  site  is  well  managed.  Eight  inspections 
made  during  the  year  showed  no  major  contraventions  of  the  Act. 

Two  bacteriological  and  chemical  samples  taken  from  the  private 
water  supply,  which  serves  the  site,  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 
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CIVIC  AMENITIES  ACT,  1967. 


Local  residents  have  made  regular  use  of  the  Disposal  Centre, 
for  items  of  bulky  refuse,  provided  in  the  centre  of  the  district. 

Three  abandoned  vehicles  have  been  disposed  of,  under  the  terms 
of  Part  III  of  the  above  mentioned  ,u.ct. 

FACTORIES  ACT,  I96I. 

The  Factories  .lets  divide  factories  into  two  categories: - 

(a)  Those  with  mechanical  power. 

(b)  Those  v/ithout  mechanical  power. 

Inspections  made  under  the  terms  of  the  Factories  ii.cts  and  Sanitary 
Accommodation  Regulations  deal  with  the  health  and  welfare  of  the  workers 
employed.  Particular  attention  is  paid  to  cleanliness,  ventilation, 
overcrowding,  temperature  and  drainage  (  Sections  1,  2,  3»  9  and  6) 

and  sanitary  conveniences  (section  7») 

In  factories  with  mechanical  power  II.  M.  Factory  Inspector  deals 
with  all  of  these  provisions  excepting  sanitary  conveniences  which  are 
dealt  with  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector.  Factories  without  mechanical 
power  are  dealt  with  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector.

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FOOD  CONTROL  (contd). 


The  most  common  contraventions  of  the  Regulations  were  as 
follows 

(a)  Improper  storage  of  food,  particularly  in  refrigerated 
containers. 

(b)  risk  of  contamination  of  cooked  meat  by  raw  meat. 

(c)  insanitary  storage  of  waste  food. 

Verbal  cautions  proved  to  be  satisfactory  in  preventing 
recurrence  of  these  offences,  in  instances  where  they  were  noted. 

Slaughter  of  .nimals  „cts  and  Regulations . 

There  is  one  licenced  private  slaughterhouse  in  the  urban  district 
and  the  two  slaughtermen  operating  there,  are  licenced  by  the  Council. 

Four  inspections  were  made,  to  observe  compliance  with  the 
Slaughterhouses  (Hygiene)  Regulations,  1958  and  conditions  were  found 
to  be  satisfactory,  on  each  occasion. 

The  Slaughterhouses  (Prevention  of  Cruelty)  Regulations  1958  were 
found  to  be  complied  with  by  the  local  firm  of  Veterinary  Surgeons,  who 
carried  out  100%  meat  inspection  during  the  year.

Unsound  Food. 


Refrigerator  failures  were  responsible  for  the  condemnation  of  frozen 
foods  to  the  approximate  value  of  £40 • 00 •  Temperature  control  is  particularly 
important  with  these  foods,  bacterial  growth  being  rapid  in  optimum  conditions. 
Certain  foods  are  specifically  controlled  by  Regulations.

HOUSING. 


(a)  Council  Houses. 

At  the  end  of  1970  the  Council  had  3^-2  houses  and  bungalows  of  which  212 
houses  and  53  bungalows  had  been  erected  during  the  post-war  years. 

Elderly  Persons  accommodation . 

The  waiting  list  for  elderly  persons  accommodation  has  steadily 
increased  over  the  past  few  years  and,  in  spite  of  the  provisions 
already  made,  there  are  twice  as  many  applications  for  elderly 
persons  accommodation  as  there  are  for  council  houses. 

To  resolve  this  problem,  planning  permission  was  obtained,  to  build 
sheltered  housing  for  the  elderly,  on  a  flat  site  within  the  district. 

Following  visits  to  the  developments  of  other  Local  Authorities, 
schemes  and  guide  prices  were  submitted,  from  several  firms? for  housing 
to  accommodate  approximately  60  persons,  in  a  warden  supervised  unit. 

A  firm  has  been  appointed  and  building  work  should  commence  in  the 
coming  year.

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REFUSE  COLLECTION  &  DISPOSAL. 


1.  Collection. 

The  collection  of  refuse  was  again  carried  out  by  direct  labour 
using  a  20  cu.  yd.  Pakamatic  vehicle. 

The  frequency  of  collection  was  maintained  at  7  days,  but 
periodic  attention  to  the  vehicle  caused  inconveniences. 

Means  of  further  reducing  the  length  of  time  between  collect¬ 
ions  was  given  detailed  consideration.  In  brief,  two  conclusions 
were  reached.  These  were  * 

(a)  To  replace  the  existing  vehicle  with  a  high  compression 
type  vehicle,  which  would  require  only  one  daily  journey 
to  the  tip. 

(b)  To  consider  the  introduction  of  a  paper  or  polythene 
sacks  system,  or bin  liner  scheme . 

Demonstrations  of  several  vehicles  were  carried  out  under 
normal  working  conditions  in  the  district  and  an  order  was  placed, 
by  the  year  end,  for  a  high  compression  vehicle  with  a  50  cu.  yd. 
nominal  capacity. 

After  consideration  of  the  various  methods  of  refuse  collection 
by  paper  and  polythene  containers  it  was  decided  to  introduce  a 
pilot  scheme  using  plastic  bin  liners  for  a  trial  period.  This  is  to 
commence  in  the  coming  year. 

2.  Disposal. 

Refuse  was  e.gain  disposed  of  at  Buxton  Corporation’s  controlled 
tip  at  Hogshaw.  The  Council  are  most  grateful  to  Buxton  Borough 
Council  for  their  practical  assistance,  which  typifies  the  high 
standard  of  co-operation  that  exists,  between  the  two  Authorities. 

Regional  Co-ordination. 

The  final  report  of  the  study  undertaken  by  the  Local  Government 
Operational  Research  Unit  was  received,  following  meetings  which  took 
place  between  this  body  and  the  technical  officers  of  the  High  Peak 
Authorities. 

.Lhe  proposals  were  for  controlled  tipping,  throughout  the  High 
Peak,  with  specific  indications  of  the  sites  to  be  used. 

To  date  these  proposals  have  not  been  implemented  and  it  .appears 
likely,  that  the  present  arrangement  with  Buxton  Corporation  will 
continue,  by  annual  agreement. 

RODENT  CONTROL. 

"1 01  Infestations  were  dealt  with,  on  complaint,  by  a  part-time 
Rodent  Operator. 

reCUrrinS  rat  infestation,  affecting  a  terrace  of  eight  propert¬ 
ies,  m  different  ownerships,  required  detailed  investigations/ 
Structural  repairs  were  carried  out,  with  the  co-operation  of  the  Owners 
and  the  properties  were  then  successfully  treated. 

The  part  time  Rodent  Operator  attended  the  3  day  Course  run  by 
the  Ministry  of  agriculture,  Fisheries  &  Food  and  bencfitted  from 
the  theoretical  and  practical  instruction  given,  on  methods  of  control, 
use  of  baits  and  safety  precautions. 
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SEWERAGE  &  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 


The  Whaley  Bridge  Joint  Sewerage  Board  receive  all  public  hewers, 
within  the  district,  at  their  Furness  Vale  Works. 

Most  properties  are  connected  to  the  main  sewerage  system, 
exceptions  being  those  in  outlying  areas.

water  supply. 

The  public  water  supply  is  controlled  by  Stockport  &  District 
Water  Board,  who  serve  approximately  5»300  persons,  in  2,000  premises. 

Three  bacteriological  samples  of  water  were  taken,  from  domestic 
supplies,  following  complaints  from  householders.  Each  one  proved  to 
be  satisfactory.  Two  samples,  taken  from  houses  situated  at  the  end 
of  supply  pipes,  also  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 

Private  Supplies. 

Samples  were  taken  from  eight  unrelated  properties,  each 
receiving  a  private  supply  of  water.  The  supply  to  two  of  these 
properties  was  found  to  be  highly  unsatisfactory.  In  one  case  this 
was  due  to  chemical  contamination  and  in  the  other,  was  due  to 
bacterial  spoilage. 

Appropriate  action  was  taken,  by  the  Owners,  in  each  case,  and 
check  samples,  taken  at  later  dates,  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 


In  concluding  this  report,  I  wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Health  &  Housing  Committee,  for  their  co-operation 
and  support  during  the  year.  My  sincere  thanks  are  also  extended 
to  the  Council’s  staff,  for  their  willing  assistance  at  all  times.
